other nearby communities. Articles 
of incorporation have been filed. It 
is planned to build a commodious 
clubhouse with bungalow hotel in 
connection, and it is said there will 
be a first class golf links, tennis 
courts, polo grounds and the like. 

Building permits for the first half 
of the present month totaled $18.- 
100, according to figures obtained 
from City Building Inspector F. E. 
Alford. This makes Ontario’s build- 
ing total for the year to date $114.- 
783, and plans are being prepared 
for many new structures, it is said. 
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
